‘Chicago’s gasoline filling station 
| strike and lockout was “yester- 
day afternoon, as the 500, } automo- 
bile owners in the metropolitan area 
and the owners of 100,000 trucks began 
to feel the first pinches of a prospective 
gas famine. Motorists in four counties 
Cook, parts of Du Page and Lake in 
Illinois and Lake im Indiana—were 
made glad by the news. 

At 2 o’clock a compromise was 
reached between the union officials and 
the oil companies’ managers, and by 3 
o’clock the padlocks were beifig taken 
off 1,500 filling stations in the district 
and the gas was gurgling through the 
pumps. Prospects of a gasless Sun- 
day which had been threatening per- 
haps 1,500,000 Sunday pleasure seek- 
ers in the metropolitan area, evap- 
orated and vanished. 

Basis of the Settlement. — 

The compromise which settled the 
strike and shutdown—the first of its 
kind in a big city since the advent of 


truck drivers a wage increase of $7.50 
a month, and the 2,400 pumping sta- 
| tion attendants a raise of $5 a month. 
The attendants are put on a sliding 
scale with wages of $120 the first

Gasless Sunday Fear Gone. 

Yesterday morning hardly a pump 
was working in 1,500 filling stations, 
while the supplies in the 4,000 public 
garages in the district were estimated 
to equal not more than a day’s de- 
m@nd from regular patrons. By Sun- 
day noon, it was estimated, the garage 
supplies would, be exhausted, and the 
driving public would begin to suffer 
paralysis of the gas engine. 

Many theorized that no gas would 
injure business and commerce con- 
siderably more than no street cars, al- 
though not inconvenciencing so great 
a mass of tne traveling public. 

Everywhere, too, people were say- 
| ns that if a street car strike should 

come while gasdline was under pad- 
lock, almost total paralysis of trans- 
portation would ensue. 

Chicago’s Vast Demands. 

With a monthly consumptivn of

Japanese Rap Angio-U. 8. Plans. 

TOKIO, Japan, July 9—(4)—Tokio’s 
vernacular newspapers almost unani- 
mously condemn the proposals for in- 
creased tonnage made at the Geneva 
naval conference.

Kellogg Bars British Claim 
| for 400,000 Tons of Cruisers 


{Chieage Tribune Press Service.] — 
Washington, D. C., July 9.—{Spe- 
cial.]—Unless the British foreign office 
instructs its delegation at Geneva to 
recede sharply from its present de- 
mand for a maximum cruiser tonnage 
considerably higher than 400,000 tons 
no limitation agreement will be signed 
at the present tripartite naval confer- 
ence, 
This was made clear today when a 
high administration spokesman at the 
state department not only took vigor- 


American limitations program by the 
British delegation, but stated frankly 
that Ambassador Gibson, chief Ameri- 
can delegate at Geneva, has been in- 
formed that this government feels it 
would be futile to enter into a treaty 
for limitation of armament fixing a 
higher cruiser maximum tonnage than 
400,000 tons. 

President’s Views Disclosed. 

Dispatch of the jatest views of this 
government to Geneva followed a re- 
cent exchange of dispatches between 
Secretary of State Kellogg and Presi- 
dent Coolidge. It is understood the 
President stated that this government 
cannot sign an agreement providing 
for augmenting naval programs, feel- 
ing such a move would be “ridiculous.” 
State department officials refused to 
consider its message on cruiser ton- 
nage sent to Ambassador Gibson and 
by him transmitted to the British dele- 
gation as an ultimatum, as the am- 
bassador is in charge ef the Geneva 
situation. 
Official resentment of the remarks 
made yesterday by W. C. Bridgeman, 
first lord of the British admiralty, to 
the effect that the United States by de- 
manding construction of large war- 
ships, both cruisers and battleships, is 
in fact, working for “ offensive ships ” 
and thus forcing the British to de 
mand a higher cruiser tonnage, was 
in evidence today. 

Take Issue with British. 
According to the press reports from 
Geneva, Mr. Bridgeman said “It is 
impossible to reduce the total tonnages 
in the various categories of warships 
if the maximum tonnage of individual 
ships is to be pushed up until they be- 
come aggressive types.” This shaft 
was aimed at the American delegation 
for its insistence on the 10,000 ton 
cruiser and its refusal to formally re- 
open the Washington agreements at 
Geneva so that capitg! ships might be 
reduced in tonnage at this time. ) 
A spokesman for Secretary of State 
Kellogg today sharply denied that this 
government is either or wholly respon- 
sible for the 10,000 ton ship or that 
the United States has refused to take 
up the question of reducing capital 
ships at the proper time. So far 
as battleships are concerned, none can 
be built until 1931, the spokesman 
said, and for that reason this govern- 
ment has seen no advantage in taking 
up the matter at this time. 

Accepted Cruiser Tonnage. 
State department officials expressed 
amazement over the high British 
cruiser demands... It was pointed out 
that Lord Balfour, at the Washington 
conference, had supported 10,000 tons

Wi ly the younger Powers could be “co- 
ia erced or cajoled or bought by Insull 
and his interests, as the future might 
indicate to be advantageous.” 
Would Cancel Former Pacts. 


In order to forestall Insull, Millard 
R. Powers asks that the courts void 
certain releases he ed in a settle- 
ment of a previous suit by him against 
Insull and that his own name be sub- 
stituted for his son’s in all contracts 
between the Insull interests and the 
Titinois Light and Power company. 

The basis for the conspiracy charge 
is the settlement of the old suit. 
Powers, the elder, sued Insull in 
March, 1926, requesting the courts to 
intervene and prevent the Chicago 
utilities manager from exercising con- 
trol of the Kankakee river property 
by virtue of a $100,000 loan, secured 
by $3,500,000 of the stocks and bonds of 
the Powers company. 

In July a secret settlement was 
reached. Yesterday's suit disclosed 
the charge that the settlement was 
made twelve days after Insull had lent 
Arthur N. Powers $125,000, taking the 
entire capital stock as collateral. 

Says Insull Acquires Liens.

In draping windows, the euomaretct 
a@ Foom plays a most important part 
in determining what color and kind of 
material to select. If the room has 
only a north or north and east expos- 
ure, it is bound to be cool in color value 
or key., Therefore, it must be made 
light and warm in tone, cheerful and 
colorful, hence materials displaying 
gay, though not crude colorings, should 
be chosen, such as cretonnes, hand- 
blocked linens, chintzes [glazed and 
unglazed], light colored damasks. and 
thin drapery silks. The giass curtains 
for such a room should be of sunlike 
colors: yellow, sand, cream, beige,

In a room where the walls are rather 
definitely figured in two toned or vari- 
colpred paper, it is always best to 
choose draperies of plain or two toned 
fabrics.

To the west 
were the ranges of the Alleghenies. 
The stream of land seekers passed 
down between the mountain walls, 
envying the settlers on the acquired 
lands and going on down with land 
hunger to lure them and the pressure 
of others behind ‘them. 

They went into the folds of the 
mountains where they could find gaps. 
The more easily satisfied or the most 
weary would be content with a clear- 
ing on a mountain side or in a cove. 
The more adventurous went on and 


Ports. 

They were also coming up from the 
ports of North and South Carolina, 
across the plains, into the piedmont, 
and through gaps. They peopled 
southwestern Virginia, northwestern 
North Carolina, and eastern Tennes- 
see. They found Cumberland Gap 
leading north and penetrated into Ken- 
tucky and to the Ohio. There are 
still some four millions of them in the 
southern mountains, descendants of 
this old stock of English, Scotch, Irish, 
and German, many of the latter losing 
their German identity in English 
names.

If your child toes out, it is an indi- 
cation that his feet are weak or de- 
fective and a chiropodist should be 
consulted. Night cries and the so-called

tion of foot strain. 

“Under weight bearing the feet are 
from .one-quarter to one-half inch 
longer than when in a relaxed posi- 
tion. If the feet are to function in a 
free and normal manner there must be

rider should be able to ride comfortably 
at the slow trot without stirrups, as 
éndicated in previous installments. The 
gallop is a diagonal gait and, like the 
trot, is leaped, but instead of two con- 
tacts [called beats] with the ground 
to the stride; it has three beats and 
a period of suspension. The horse 
gallops with either the right or left 
“lead,” i, ¢., if the horse be galloping 
with the right lead, suspended, the 
first foot to reach the ground is the 
left hind; secondly, the nearly simul- 
taneous placing of the right hind and 

’ Jeft fore; and thirdly, by the placing 
of the right fore. Note that the horse 
places his right fore later and more 
advanced than his left fore, and the 
right hind later and more advanced 
than the left hind. The inverse order 

would be the left lead. 

Turning to the right with the right 
-Jead is called the “true” gallop. Turn- 
ing to the left with the right lead or 
conversely, for example, is termed the 
“false” gallop. The rider should al- 
ways make his horse gallop true, to 
reduce the danger of his crossing legs 
and falling. This particularly applies 
to training polo mounts. As stated 
under the trot, a horse with an over- 
developed shoulder [unbalanced] will 
habitually lead out with that shoulder. 
Correct this fault by forcing him to 
gallop on the opposite lead. The horse 
is called “ disunited"’ {a lateral gait] 
when he gallops, for example, with the 
right lead with his fore feet and the 
left with his hind feet. It should not 
be permitted. The rider can immedi- 
ately notice .the roughness of gait and 
a jerk to the side as the horse lands. 
How to Produce Desired Lead. 

There are two principal methods of 
if: producing a desired lead.

In this case, use the same leg and 
weight aids, but, for example, for the 
galloping depart left, instead of the 
“right direct’’ rein, use the “left in- 
direct [rein against neck] in front of 
withers.”’ This effect turns the horse’s 
head slightly to the left and also 
throws his weight on his right shoul- 
der, leaving the left fore foot free to 
lead out. Too much hand and not 
enough leg, or too much leg and not 
enough hand will frequently cause the 
horse to gallop disunited. “Sense” 
the horse, and apply the aids in what- 
ever proportion is necessary to pro- 
duce the desired result. 

At the Gallop. 

Some riders who use the faulty knee- 
grip seat attempt to make the horse 
change leads by jabbing him with the 
toe under the horse’s elbow, or by 
using the reins and weight only, or 
by the sudden shifting of weight to 
throw the horse off-balance in the di- 
rection of the shoulder which they 
want to lead out. These methods fre- 
quently produce the disunited gait,'as 
they all effect the forehand more than 
the hind quarters. The legs control

The fingers, therefore, must open and 
close slightly to retain the same “‘ feel ”’ 
of the horse’s mouth. To “ cadence’”’ 
the gallop and retard the speed: As 
the fingers naturally close on the reins 
produce an additional tension thereon 
and as the fingers naturally open per- 


mit them to do so witheut tension. | 


When the horse gathers himself for 
the leap. this intermittent checking 
shortens his leap—incline upper body 
slightly to the rear.

When the ordinary 12 mile per hour 
gallop, sometimes called the extended 
canter, exceeds a certain speed (about 
14 miles per hour) the simultaneous 
beats of the second contact (a fore and 
hind foot) become disassociated, there- 
fore making four distinct beats which 
has been given the name of running, 
racing or extended gallop (a diagonal 
gait).

The slow gallop of ancient 
horsemanship, with four beats, is com- 
pletely rejected today as a true gait, 
since it implied one foot always on the 
ground and was executed almost upon 
place, being more like a riding school 
or circus exhibition—“ prancing.”

furnishing the windows of the home 
with glass curtains and draperies. 


Many things must be considered 
before the selection of drapery ma- 
terials can be made satisfactorily. The 
following are a few necessary ques- 
tions which the home decorator must 
ask herself before proceeding. 

ist. For what room am I considering 
these curtains and draperies? 

2d. Is it large or small and what 


its general character? 


3d. What is the exposure, (north, 
south, east or west]? 

4th. Are the walls figured or plain, 
and of what color? 


Sth. Has the floor a carpet or rug on 
it, and is it figured or plain? What is 
the color? 

6th. Are there many or only a few 
windows, and of what type are they? 

9th. What is the general interior and 
exterior character of the architecture 
of the house or apartment? 

8th. How much expense can be in- 
volved? 

9th. Is the room colorful or somber 
in tome and is it in a warm or cold. 
color key? 

In answer to the first question, it 
is well to bear in mind that in drap- 
ery materials what may be appropri- 
ate for a bedreom will not be appropri- 
ate for a livigg room. In other words, 
sélection of materials for any room 
depends upon itj suitability to that 
room. 

The next thing to be considered is 
whether the room is of large or small 
dimensions and whether the charac- 
ter of the room suggests simplicity 
or sumptuousness. If the room is 
small and rather simple in character 
and furnishings, do not overburden 
the . windows with rich silk damask 
draperies and elaborate valances or 
jambrequins._ two-toned rayon and and 


colorful, 


sunfast taffeta] lined in cream col- 
ored ‘sateen and hung from painted 
wooden poles is a good window treat- 
ment for a small room. ‘ 

A small patterned symmetrically de- 
signed cretonne will answer to this 
treatment equally well. It should be 
trimmed in either a fancy cotton edg- 
ing or banded in rayon taffeta, linen 
or sateen in a contrasting color and_ 
hung from painted wooden poles as in 
sketch No. 4. , 

The window draping must be kept 
strictly in accord with the feeling of 
the room and a suitable arrangement 
has been suggested in sketch No. 2. 
There are an abundance of windows 
and the exposure of the room is on 
three sides, one of which is on the 
south. This calls for considerable 
modification of light in the room, so 
a silk velour in a dark plum would 
be advisable for the lambrequin, 
trimmed with a metallic galloon and 
bullion fringe in green and ees at 
the bottom. 

In draping windows, exposure of 
a room plays a most important part 
in determining what color and kind of 
material to select. If the room has 
only a north or north and east expos- 
ure, it is bound to be cool in color value 
or key. Therefore, it must be made 
light and warm in tone, cheerful and 
hence materials displaying 
gay, though not crude colorings, should 
be chosen, such as cretonnes, hand- 
blocked linens, chintzes [glazed and 
unglazed], light colored damasks and 
thin drapery silks. The glass curtains 
for such a room should be of sunlike 
colors: yellow, sand, cream, beige, 
orange, peach, watermelion, gold, -etc. 

In a room where the walls are rather 
definitely figured in two toned or vari- 
colored paper, it is always best to 
choose draperies of plain or two toned 
fabrics. However, it is often possible 
to use a figured fabric if the design is 
small and indefinite.

More often it js necessary to let the 
rug be the guide in selecting draperies, 
rather than the wall paper. This is 
particularly true if the rug is a figured 
one of many colors. .*- 

A room of many windows invariably 
proves a more difficult problem than 
one with too few. If the room to be 
curtained is small but with numerous 
windows, it is advisable to resort to 
the simplest of window treatments. 
Sketch No. 1 is one simple method 
of curtaining, which is called two-tier 
curtains. It is an admirable way to 
treat windows that are extremely long 
and narrow. It tends to shorten them, 
and makes them seem wider. 

If the room is of fair or large di- 
mensions with many 8s, a some- 
what elaborate style may be used,. as 
suggested in sketch No. 3. The drap- 
eries are of an antique satin, lined and 
interlined and made with a width and 
a half of fifty inch material to a cur- 
tain. 

A practical top adornment for a 
draped window is the fringed cornice 
banding which is being much used at 
present and is shown in sketch No, 5. 
It is easily put up in a few minutes, 
for securely sewn at the back is a 
pocket into which can be inserted 
either a round or flat curtain rod. 

Sketch No: 6 shows a scalloped plait- 
ed valance of one fabric with an ad- 
ditional scallop of striped material 
extended below the lower edge again. 


This style is suitable for the heavier -

IMPLICITY and decorative 
charm are the prime requisites 
for the properly draped window 
Years ago it was 
customary for people of comfortable 
means to have the windows of their 
homes draped in elaborate style with 
at least four different kinds «of ma- 
terials. Those were the days of the 
colorful Aubusson rugs and carpets, 
which, when exposed to the sunlight, 
faded beyond recognition; so then dra- 
peries served as a protection against 
the sun’s penetratin- rays. They also 
acted as a protection against air, 
as people at that time considered ven- 
tilation something which was injurious 
- to sound health.

In draping windows, the exposure of 
a room plays a most important part 
in determining what color and kind of 
material to select. If the room has 
only a north or north and east expos- 
ure, it is bound'‘to be cool in color value 
or key. Therefore, it must be made 
light and warm in tone, cheerful and 
colorful, hence materials displaying 
gay, though not crude colorings, should 
be chosen, such as cretonnes, hand- 
blocked linens, chintzes [glazed and 
unglazed], light colored damasks and 
thin drapery silks. The glass curtains 
for such a room should be of sunlike 
colors: yellow, eand, cream, beige, 
orange, peach, watermellon, gold, etc. 

In a room where the walls are rather 
definitely figured in two toned or vari- 
colored paper, it is always best to 
choose draperies of plain or two toned 
fabrics.

The window draping must be kept 
strictly in accord with the feeling of 
the room and a suitable arrangement 
has been suggested in sketch No. 2. 
There are an abundance of windows 
and the exposure of the room is on 
three sides, one of which is on the 
‘south. This calls for considerable 
modification of light in the room, so 
a silk velour in a dark plum would 
be advisable for the lambrequin, 
trimmed with a metallic galloon and 
bullion fringe in green and plum at 
the bottom. 

In draping windows, the exposure of 
a room plays a most important part 
in determining what color and kind of. 
material to select. If the room has 
only a north or north and east expos- 
ure, it is bound to be cool in color value 
or key. Therefore, it must be. made 
light and warm in tone, cheerful and 
colorful, hence materials displaying 
gay, though not crud¢ colorings, should 


one with too few. If the: room to be 
curtained is small but with numerous 
windows, it. is advisable to resort to 
the simplest of window treatments, 
Sketch No. 1 is one simple method 
of curtaining, which is called two-tier 
curtains. It an admirable way to 
treat windows that are extremely long 


and makes them seem wider. 
If the room is of fair or large di- 
mensions with many windows, a some- 
what elaborate style may be used, as 
suggested in sketch No. 3. The drap- 
eries are of an antique satin, lined and 
interlined and made with a width and 
a half of fifty inch material to a cur- 
A practical top adornment for a 
draped window is the fringed cornice 
banding which is being much used at 
present and is shown in sketch No, 5. 
It is easily put up in a few minutes, 
for securely sewn at the back is a 
pocket into which can be_ inserted 
either a round or flat curtain rod.

The Ancestry of 


By H. L. Mencken. | 
N LATE years, as every one knows, the progress of science 
has done considerable damage to revéaled religion. What 
is too often overlooked is that the resistance of revealed 
religion has also left some scars on science. I point, for 
example, to the field of zotlogy, and to the small section 
thereof that has to d6 with the ancestry of man. The first 
evolutionists, including Darwin, were quite sure that they 
had established the descent of man from some form of 
together, and directed downward. But under the blows of 
the theologians the later evolutionists havé quite abandoned 
that position, and now the most they maintain is that man 
and ape, at some almost inconceivably remote time in the 
past, had a common ancestor. 


It seems to me that they have gone so far in that direc- 


have rejected all the so-called missing links, until now the 
human family tree, once so sturdy, is gasedus between the 
primitive Menotyphla, who actually resembled man no more 
than a gasoline filling station resembles Beauvais cathedral, 
and Neolithic Man, who was identical] with the men of today, 
and in fact superior to most of them. There was a time 
when practically all biologists recognized Pithecanthropus 
erectus as man’s ancestor, and one of his links with the apes, 
but that time is no more. Today Pithecanthropus is degraded 
tu the level of a collateral, which is to say, to the level of the 
bats and flying foxes. ; 

_ Worse, all the more highly organized missing links have 
gone the same way—Piltdown Man, Heidelberg Man, Rhode- 
sian Man, even Neanderthal Man. The last named, up to a 
few years ago, was regarded almost universally as an au- 
thentic ancestor of modern man; even the more advanced 
theologians were disposed to accept him, and some of them 
went to the length of trying to reconstruct his theology, 
Army. But in the latest edition of Dr. G. Eliot Smith’s “ The 
Evolution of Man,” just out, Neanderthal Man is shown as 
branching out from the family tree of the primates before 
the appearance of Homo sapiens. 

* 


All this is very confusing, and not a little absurd. /In 
some of the arguments adduced to support the slaugh of 
missing links the absurdity is yet more palpable. There is, 
for example, the proof brought forward (by an English 
anatomist) that the bony structure and musculature of man 
are of such character that it is impossible to believe that he 
was ever arboreal—that is, that he ever lived in trees, as 
most of the monkeys do. “This proof, it must be obvious, 
really proves nothing. The monkeys themselves had to be 
on the ground before they ever took to the trees. If they

As a matter of fact, tt is highty probable that there 
many men in the world today whose brain capacity is 
appreciably larger than that of Pithecanthropus, and 
them, no doubt, are in the United States, and in active 
practice as fortune tellers, congressmen, and theologians. 
Rooting through South Wales and other such backward 
regions of the British isles, the English anthropologist, H. J. 
Fleure, found many survivors of very early types of man. If 


at anatomy and physiology to know that the mere size of a 
brain is a sufficient determinant of its capacity for useful 
work., that were actually the case, then a horse would be 
more intelligent than a gorilla, for its brain weighs half again 


intelligent as a man. The weight is really a secondary 
matter: the efficiency of a brain js determined by the extent 
and complexity of its convolutions. : 

It is manifestly very difficult to find out anything certain 
about these convolutions by examining an empty skull 
Something may be determined, to be sure, but not much. 
Anthropologists know it, and yet, by an easy mental process, 
they keep on laying stress on mere size, which is visible and 
hence seductive. Thus they have disposed of many a missing 


assumed that, in the course of evolution, the size of the brain 
has remained constant—that the earliest men necessarily had 
brains as large as those of modern man? Isn't it easier to 
believe that the growth of the brain has been one of the chief 
causes of man’s evolution—that if he has had any ancestors 
at all they must have had smaller brains than he now has? 

Thus I preach a return to Bach. The latter day evolu- 
tionists, under theological pressure, have admitted too much 
and so greatly weakened their whole case. I believe that the | 
founders of their art and mystery were more sensible, and 
hence more persuasive. I do not argue that there is any 
proof that man has descended from an ape identical with any 
species surviving today; all the evidence, in fact, is against 
it. But it seems to me to be far easier to believe that such 
forms as Piltdown Man, and Rhodesian Man, and even 
Pithecanthropus, were the direct ancestors of modern man 
than to believe that all of them were mere collaterals, thrown 
off from the main stem. If the latter hypothesis is adopted, 
then nothing remains save to agree with Pastor Morris that 
modern man had no ancestors at all, but was produced by 
special creation at the dawn of the Pleistccene.

This question of ‘using “The Captive” in this year’s 
history of the current drama has given fhe considerable 
trouble. The Bourdet drama has a court decision against it 
and a vote of public protest. On the other hand, it was 
played before -180 enthusiastic audiences before it was with- 
drawn, and undoubtedly would have finished out the season 
as one of the outstanding dramatic successes of the current 
season if it had been let alone. It is a finely written work, 
and contains nothing in printed word that can give offense to 
adult minds nor questionable information to the immature. 

Arguments against the use of the play include the fact 
of its disbarment from public performance, the fact that it 
probably will not be revived for a decade at least, the admis- 
sion that its theme does strike below the deadline of decency, 
however skillfully skirted it is in its dramatic treatment and 
the knowledge that for those who have any real interest it 
has been available in printed form for many thonths. 

Our personal and professional endorsement of “ The Cap- 
tive” as a play is no sooner admitted in argument than we 
are conscious of such a surging of resentment against its ex- 
ploitation as a subject for family and public discussion that 
we immediately retire in great disorder, wildly searching for 
a strategic position that should have been previously pre- 
pared. Which is what we get for having been born a Puritan.

This type of art, one may safely say, 
might be rather dangerous in a prison.

How to Choose School Pictures. 


For the schools, it might be safe 
to say that pictures could be chosen 
on a broad basis of three principles, 
‘their subject, their color, their paint- 
ing. A picture poorly painted can be 
as great a crime as any the wildest 
modernist could give us. A simple 
picture well done, with the accent on 
the well done, is the first need. Third- 
rate art seems to me of little usd. 
Children are affected and they should | 
have only the best working upon their 
senses. This does not mean the most 
expensive art. In the studios of our 
young artists, some of them still un- 
known, I feel sure I could pick up 
almost any number of pictures, orig- 
inals, which would stand a child's 
test.

Hay | Why Their Crops Are 

Successful.

HORELANDERS in Chicago's 
great trucking area bend their 
backs and blister their hands 
every season to get a full season- 
al line of vegetables on their roadside 
stands before the Fourth of July. A 
trucker is not satisfied unless he can 
show highway shoppers well matured 
fresh specimens of every single veg- 
etable included in the shorelander’s 
dozen—lettuce, cabbage, caulifiower, 
beets, onions, kohlrabi, beans, rad- 
ishes, spinach, peas, Swiss chard, and 
carrots. 
Many fall far short of the goal in 
seasons as late as this one. Timeliness 
is a revenue pulling factor for the 
truck grower under agriculture’s new 
way of doing business—linking produc- 
tion with marketing. Successful com- 
“mercial vegetable growers no longer 
- gueceed by merely raising high qual- 
ity roots and leafy crops; they labor 
to get them on the stands as early as_ 
possible, when there is a strong de- 
mand and the supply is 
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To do this gardeners must not only 
know varieties that will pgoduce early 
crops, but they must be familiar with 
the tiller’s schemes used in getting 
uhead of the regular season. 

Successful Gardeners.

i f specimens of carrots, Swiss chard, peas, 
ye green beans, spinach, radishes, lettuce,

inches across, beets as big as a tennis 
balls, onion, and kohlrabi. 
| | Began in January. 
. Vanderwyk and Clark did not wait 
until the ground was dry enough for 
planting in the open field. They started 
i; gardening back in January. In fact, 
; they are doing something connected 
| with gardening practically every week 
in the year. Hotbeds were in ship- 
shape, ready for the seed, by the first 
ef February. On Feb. 2 seeds for both 
head and leaf lettuce were planted 
under glass. Hot bed sections totalling 
6 by 36 feet were used in growing let- 
tuce seedlings, furnishing plants for 
nine rows, 9 inches apart, 10 to 12 
inches apart within the rows, and 
about 1,400 feet long. For head let- 
tuce they use Black Seeded Simpson 
and Grand Rapids, and for leaf let- 
tuce Iceberg and Cabbage Head vari- 
eties. 
| They handle hot beds a little differ- 
@mt from the way they are cared for 
| by the average home or commercial 
ner. Instead of piling fresh 
manure into the hot beds, they only 
use it banked up around the outside 
and find this furnishes enough heat to 
protect the young tender plants from 
freezing, even in this section, during 
the cold days of February. Low grade 
hay is thrown over the sashes at night 
and during the day the beds are care- 
fully ventilated. 


Getting Good Ventilation. 


Lack of proper ventilation is where 
many gardeners fail in handling a hot 
bed. Vanderwyk and Clark follow a 
worthwhile practice in ventilating 
their hot bede—a practice that has 
been kept a secret among some grow- 
ers. They use sashes 3x6 feet on

On the Fourth of July the Vanderwyk-Clark vegetable stand at the edge of the garden was loaded down with a full assortment of the 
shorelanders (arama cabbage, cauliflower, beets, onions, kohl rabi, beans, —e spinach, peas, S wis chard, and carrots. 
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preventing freezing of the hot bed 
soil surface at night and makes the 
plants much hardier when they are 
set out in the open garden. 

Lettuce started in these hot beds the 
last of January or the first of Feb- 
ruary and transplanted once under 
glass usually can be safely set out in 
the open about the middie of April. 
This year it was set out May 5 and 
big heads were cut on June 8, 
leaf lettuce was ready for use June 
1, this year. It was so cold and wet 
that some of the head lettuce went to 


seed. 

Cabbage Started Early, 
Cabbage and caulifiower seeds were 
started by Vanderwyk and Clark on 
March 1, transplanted once in the hot 
beds, and set in the open garden April 
18. Cabbage heads weighing from 1% 
to 3 pounds were cut June 24, and 
cauliflower heads were cut July 1, 
measuring 5 to 7 inches across. They 
were snow white and of excellent 
quality. 

Golden Acre, Copenhagen, and Second 
Early are the cabbage varieties used 
in this garden, and Snowball and Dry 
Weather varieties of cauliflower. They 
@re grown on the richest ground in 
the field. To blanch the caulifiower 
the leaves are tied up as soon as the 
heads start to form.
